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New Draft Law 


Befinning in January, the United States 
wUl begb fiUinf the rosters of its military units 
with a new, lottery system draft approved by 
the Conirress and signed by the president 


Although the new system does not go as 
fur as some Senators and Represmtatives would 
have it go, the new program will eliminate one 
of the major irritations in the present draft — 
the liability of men for up to seven years. 


The age from 19 to 26 is often the most im­ 
portant in a voung man's life. Out of high school 
by the time he reaches age 19 in most cases, a 
young man must determine whether ornot to go 
to college, to choose a career and to begin to 
formulate some direction for his future. Many 
young men marry during these years, breaking 
tway from home to »tart their own households. 


Under the new program, which will place 
lt*year-olds in the *‘ffrst priority selection 
group.” much of the inseeurity of the old system 
will be eliminated. Men will know, tvtn the first 
ytar, where they stand in the list. And after that 
firet year, if not taken, a man will know that in 
aU probability he will not be taken at all.

There are, of cowat» other problems with 
the draft law. 


Serious questions have been raised about the 
granting of defermonti to attend collego. Why 
should one young man be exempt from the draft 
now, while the Vietnam war it kOUng loldlors 
every day, merely beeauee he eaa afford to go 
to coQege? Some young men, the argomont goos, 
hike off to college in hopee of deteying military 
service kmg enough to have the war ended. 


Why shouM these people avoid the jungles 
of the war, the critics continue, to fulfill their 
mUitttry obligaticm during a less haiardous time 
while other young men who cannot afford the 
eosts of ooflige or must work for a year or two 
to save the money wind up fai Southeast Asia 
bofore they get tiie opportuni^ for eollege. 


The questk>ns are valid and remain so to­ 
day. A man’s economic status should have noth­ 
ing to do with his military obligation.

The idtimale answer probably lies in some 
foim of all-volunteer army. Under a voluntary 
s3nAem, economics would not enter into the de­ 
termination at an, except that the less fortunate 
woak! be more likely to accept the rewards of 
the military more frequently that the *^society** 
set A vohrateer army would cost the govern­ 
ment more money because higher salaries would 
be needed to attract the numbers of men neces­ 
sary. But it would also tend to be a more **pro- 
fessionar army as vdunteers, who «niist be> 
cause they wanted to serve, would be less likely 
to leave mflitary service after their ^iteh** was 
up, choosing instead to make the military a 


With a greater percentage of '^career’* men, 
the need for specialized training would be re- 
dooed. Instead of training a new man every year 
for a technical job, a greater degree of eontin« 
uity eoaM be maintained. 


In the Congressional comprmnises that al- 
lowod the present bill to reach the inivsident this 
year, promises were made that a new bill would 
be oonsidered in 1970, aocording to Associated 
Pm s rsports. 


It wouid be wen if the Congress looks care- 
funy at it. Equal treatment should not be the 
ideal, but the practice. 


Pells Back Nixon 


The leaders of tho October and November 
**moratoriums** claim they represent the opin- 
ioni of the **silent majority,** that vast bulk of 
Amerieans who do not ti^e to the streets to 
densonstrate their feelings. Accordingly, Presi­ 
dent Nixon is supposed to cave in and order the 
boys home before Christmas, or sooner. 


Nixon, however, never has been aeensod of 
p olit^ naivete and he had his ear to the rail 
font before the October “moratorium." Conse­ 
quently, he said he would not be affected by the 
marchers. 


That Nixon is correct in his refusal to bend 
to what amounts to the minute minority of 
Amoricans, one out of every 200, who marched 
Oct 15, is indicated by the pubUe opinion polls, 
after his Nov. 8 speech. GaHup found that 77 per 
eent agree with Nixon*s policy of turning the 
major war effort over to South Vietnam. An 
eMver Harris poll indicated that Americans 
stiiMigly dislike “anti-Vietnam protesters,” the 
very people who teU us they reflect public opin­ 
ion. Added up, the poIIk suggest many Ameri­ 
cans stand behind the President as a means of 
opposing a surrender to the Conununists.
